Soldiers of f Today Are 
Said to Be Superior 
Physically 


There has been a marked im- 
provement in the physical condition 
of American men since the ciyil 
war. This conclusion, which will 
surprise those who are fond of talk- 


‘ing about the softness of American 


life and the degeneracy of Ameri- 
can youth, is indicated by the rec- 
ords of the selective draft as com- 
pared with those of the first draft 
of the civil war. 

he records of the first civil war 
draft show that nearly 32 per cent 
of the men physically examined 
were rejected. In this first call 
under the present Selective Service 
Act, only 29 per cent of those ex- 
amined were rejected.

SEND DISLOYAL ALIENS 
BACK, SAYS DR. NIETO 


Congregation Sherith Israel Pledges 
Support to Aid of Democracy 


San Francisco — “Those immigrants 
who came to this country with 30 cents 
in their pockets, became prosperous and 
are now dissatisfied with our govern- 
ment and disloyal to its ideals, should 
be given their 30 cents and sent back to 
the land from whence they came,” said 
Dr. Jacob Nieto in a sermon to the Con- 
gregation Sherith Israel March 28. 

“On this first day of the Passover,” he 
said, ‘‘we commemorate the passage of 
the Red Sea by our fathers and it is 
made more real to us when we think 
that our sons today are going through 
a redder sea of blood.” 

At the conclusion of the sermon, the 
“Star-Spangled Banner” was sung and 
the following resolution was adopted: 

“Resolved, That we, the members and 
congregation of Temple Sherith Israel, 
assembled on this first day of the Pass- 
over, to celebrate the emancipation of 
Israel from bondage, do hereby recon- 
secrate our lives to the holy cause of 
human liberty and pledge ourselves to 
make any and every sacrifice requested 
or demanded of us by the government of 
the United, States In furtherance of the 
sacred cause in which we are now en- 
gaged and in suporting the dignity of 
our nation and in maintaining the post- 
tion of the United States as the fore- 
most democracy of the world.” 


FARMERS HOARD WHEAT 
SONS FIGHT IN FRANCE 


Grain Grower Refuses Price Three 
Times Greater Than Before War 


Reno.—Seven thousand Bushels' of 


wheat were ordered seized at Austin, 
S¥ecgde Barch 27, by H. A. Lemmon, 


state food admirffstratof> when Patrick 
Walch, the owner, refused to selfto the 
Government for $2.75 a bushel. 

In behalf of the government the state 
food administrator wired the offer to 
Walen and the letter sent a reply saying 
that he would not accept th e offer. The 
state food administrator said today that 
it is the first instance of grain hoarding 
in Nevada. Walch is rated as one of the 


wealthiest men in vis section of the 
state. 
Iollowing the recent official request 


to farmers to market their wheat at as 
early a date as possible, so as to relieve 
the present great demand, Commissioner 
Ralph P. Merritt of the federal food ud- 
administration announced March 28, to 
the county administrators that they 
were to make a thorough canvass of 
their localities with a view to locating 
all stocks of grain being held back by 
the producers. 

All such wheat should be marketed by 
May 1, and if not by then disposed of 
will be requisitioned by government 
forthwith. 


“BEAT GERMANY T0 
HER KNEES,” SAYS T.R, 


Portland, Me. — Deviating from his 
prepared speech Thursday night, March 
28, at the close of the Republican state 
convention, Colonel Theodore Roosevelt 
criticised the German-American Alliance. 

“If Congress its duty,” he said, 
“it will revoke the charter of that organ- 
ization and make a provision that mem- 
bership tn it constitutes treason against 
this country.”

has happened on the 
the past seven days 
has etched in all the deeper the need 
of preparedness, and speeding up the 
war,” said the colonel. “If we do not 
speed up to aid our allies some day we 
shall see our sons and our sons’ sons 
fighting here at home without allies.” 

Roosevelt declared there is but one 
way to get a righteous and lasting peace 
and that is to beat Germany to her 
knees. He lauded as ‘whole hearted,” 
support which he declared the Republi- 
can members of Congress had given to 
the administration. 

“War is won by brains and steel, not 
by kid gloves and fine phrases," said the 
former I'resident. 

In discussing post bellum 
ments, which he declared already 
been shown essential, he said: 

“We cannot afford to tolerate flintlock 
methods in time of war or flintlock meth- 
ods of. government for meeting the 
problems of industry in time of peace. 
We need new weapons, but we need the 
old spirit back of the new weapons. The 
simple governmental processes which 
sufficed in the days of Washington and 
even in the days of Lincoln are as ut- 
terly inadequate today in peace as the 
flintlock of Bunker Hill and the smooth 
bore muskets of Bull Run would be in 
war.”

‘HAULING CROPS TO MARKET 


' Average Farmer Must Haul His Prod- 
i ucts Six and One-Half Miles— 
\ Other Points. 


How far must the average farmer 
in the United States haul his crop 
to market? Exactly six and a half 
miles, it can be answered, for the bu- 
reau of crop estimates of the depart- 
‘ment of agriculture has completed an 
inquiry into the whole matter of farm 
hauling throughout the’ country. In- 
cidentally, the results of the inquiry 
| show. that if only one wagon were 
‘available to haul crops it would re- 
quire about 15,747,000 days for it to 
| gomipiete the job fur only the mar- 
xeted portion of three most prominent 
| farm products—wheat, corn and cot- 
' ton. 


| ‘The investigation shows that it re- 
quires about half a day for the aver- 
age farmer to make a round trip to 
‘market, and about two-thirds of a day 
; on the average for the farmers farth- 
| est from market to make a similar 
trip. That market distances are grow- 
ing shorter is shown by the fact that 
in 1006 it required almost 50 per cent 
more time for the average round trip. 
One reason for the improved condl- 
, tions, it is pointed out, is that since 
1906 the steam railroad miteage- in 
‘he United States has increased 15 per 
cent and that many new freight-car- 
rying electric lines have been built. 
Another point brought out by the 
inquiry is that there has been marked 
improvement in public roads since the

bureau’s investigations in 1906, fer 
the size of the average load hauled 
has nearly doubled since then. A day’s 
aul of wheat in 1906 was 56 bushels; 
now it is 112 bushels. In 1906 1,700 
pounds of cotton was hauled tn a 
duy; now the average daily haul is 
8,000 pounds. 

| The inquiry developed the fact that 
the loads hauled in the cotton country 
are the smallest but the most valu- 
able. Thus the average value of a 
load of cotton was found to be $183, 
wheat $43 and corn $28. The longest 
hauls were found to be in the Rocky 
mountain states, where Nevada holds 
the record with an average haul for 
all farmers of 18 miles. The shortest 
hauls were shown to be in the middle 
West, Ohio at the bottom of the list 
with four miles.

Motorists of Massachusetts Spent $25,- 
000,000 Last Season, as Result 
of Good Roads.

Motorists spent $25,000,000 in Massa- 
chusetts last season, largely as a re- 
sult of the good roads of that state. 
Rather a fine dividend! 

Great progress has been made in im- 
‘proving the roads in Minnesota, but 
there are communities which as yet, 
‘ apparently, see but one side to the 
_good roads question, and that is, cap- 
‘ital going out and no dividends com- 
‘Ing back. While the returns from 
‘motor travel are indirect, neverthe- 
less they are certain. It is obvious 
‘that any town is at least indirectly 
benefited by having such good roads 
that motorists delight in making it an 
objective on their week-end tours. 

Any district that has bad roads be- 
comes just as well known, but of 
course adversely. Unfortunately, too 
many specific cases might be given.— 
Minneapolis Journal.

By keeping a road drag and drag- 
ging the road along one’s land after 
heavy rains the road may be greatly 
improved. It is an easy matter to 
have an agreement so each farmer 
will drag the road in front of his 
farm.

U.S. WILL PURCHASE 
12 JAPANESE VESSELS 


Supplies of Steel to Be Granted in 
Return Under Agreement 


Washington. — Under the agreement 
between the United States and Japanese 
shipbuildrs twelve big steamers of about 
100,000 tons dead weight capacity soon 
will be brought under the American flag 
In for- 
mally announcing the agreement tonight 
the War Trade Board let it be known 
that through negotiations now in pro- 
gress it hopes to have Japanese build- 
ers turn out 200,000 tons of new con- 
struction with steel furnished by the 
United States. 

The board issued this statement: 

“Arrangements have been made as & 
result of the negotiations between the 
United States and Japanese shipbuild- 
ers for the purchase of twelve Japanese 
ships of approximately 100,000 tons dead 
weight capacity, which will be added to 
the fleet of the United States Shipping 
Board within the next few months. All 
of the vessels are large modern steam- 
ers of 6000 tons or over with one ex- 
ception and none over two years old. 
Some, indeed, are awaiting completion. 

“Deliveries of the ships at American 
ports are to begin not later than May 
and to be finished in September, a pro- 
gressivly higher price per ton to be paid 
according to the month of delivery as a 
premium on early deliveries.”

ADOPT CITY-MANAGER PLAN 


Twelve Cities of Texas Have Pro- 
claimed Allegiance to That Form 
of Civic Government. 


Of the 81 cities in the United States 
that have adopted the city manager 
plan, or some modification of it, Texas 
leads with 12 cities. Texas was the 
father of the commission form of gov- 
ernment idea, and seems destined also 
to lead in the movement to adopt the 
city-manager plan. The following 
Texas cities have adopted the plan out- 
right: Amarillo, Brownsville, Denton, 
San Angelo, Taylor, Tyler, Bryan, 
Sherman and Yoakum. Brownwood, 
Teague and Terrell have adopted 
modified forms of the city-manager 
plan. Salaries are paid Texas city 
managers ranging from $1,200 to $3,- 
000 per year. Salaries outside of Texas 
for the same work run much higher. 
For example, the city manager of Sen 
Diego, Cal., receives $6,000 per year; 
of San Jose, Cal., $5,000, and of Day- 
ton, O., $12,500. 

A recent bulletin issued by the ba- 
reau of municipal research and ref- 
erence of the University of Texas con- 
tains Information about the spread of 
the city manager idea, as well as & 
discussion of its development out of 
the commission form of government, 
with a clear exposition of what the 
plan really is. In addition, a cone 
plete bibliography of articles that have 
been written on this new way of yov- 
erning American cities is given. i’ree 
copfes may be had by adiressing Di.

SCOUTS IN AIRCRAFT RAID. 

A feature of a recent air raid in Lon- 
don, when eight people were killed and 
twenty-one injured, was the appear- 
ance of some 800 or 400 boy scouts as 
buglers sounding the “all clear signal” 
through the streets when the official 
notice was sent out. 

After experimenting with motor 
horns and whistles, neither of which 
proved satisfactory, the authorities de- 
cided that the French system of sound- 
ing bugles was the most effective. The 
question of where to get enough buglers 
arose, and it was answered by boy 
scouts volunteering in numbers. 

They assembled at the police centers 
when the warning of the raid was ts- 
sued and dispersed throughout the city 
immediately the word “clear” was giv- 
en, apparently finding great pride and 
enjoyment in the work. All the boys 
had to furnish the written consent of 
parents or guardians before they were 
enlisted. 


SCQUTS BUILD BIG SEARCHLIGHT. 

One of the newest and liveliest boy 
scout services has been rendered the 
government in Birmingham, Ala. A 
troop of scouts is erecting at a cost of 
several hundred dollars a glant search- 
light on the top floor of the Jefferson 
County Bank building. 

The searchlight will be used in 
quickly mobilizing the boy scouts of 
the city, who will all be taught the call 
and other signals. It will also be 
used by the Civic association on such 
occasions as elections. The scouts 
operating it will also learn the proper 
code so that they may perhaps be of 
some service to the government. 

The monster searchlight will have a 
18-inch face and will be about 1,000 
watts strong. It will be visible for 
over 15 miles and has unlimited possi- 
bilities.

ENORMOUS WASTE IN WINTER 


Minnesota Dairy Expert Makes Start. 
ling Statement as to Amount of 
Milk That Is Wasted. 

Three and one-half billion pounds of 
milk are practically wasted in the 
dairy states every winter. This makes 
21,000,000 pounds every day. The fore- 
going is a startling statement, but R. 
M. Washburn of the division of dairy 
husbandry, Minnesota College of Agri- 
culture, says it is true. The farmer 
feeds most of his skim milk to hogs. 
This milk, fed to hogs, produces only 
20 per cent of its energy value in edi- 
ble pork. Highty per cent of its ener- 
gy value is lost. Mr. Washburn says, 
though, that some milk is necessary tc 
start pigs off strongly. 

‘Much more of the energy value of 
the skim milk will be saved if it is 
made into cottage cheese. Every 100 
pounds of skim milk, says Mr. Wash- 
burn, is equivalent to 20 pounds of or- 
di meat, and will make 15 pounds 
bp ectans cheese. The cheese con- 
tains about one-third more protein 
and one-third less energy than meat, 
and is therefore essentially equivalent 
to meat. :
